Government ‘Will Also Buy 13
Aviation Centers, With Those
Already Acquired Making
Total of 19 Fields.

Washington, March 25.—Decision
of the war department to proceed
with the purchase of sites of 15 army
camps and 13 ballooon and flying
fields over the country was an-
nounced by Acting Secretary Crow-
ell. Less than $15,000,000 will be
Involved, Mr. Crowell sald, and it
will not be necessary to await ac-
tion by congress as the department
now has the necessary funds.

With these purchases fompleted

the army will have 30 tralning
camps, including the original 16
cantonments constructed for the

tralning of the national army, and
19 avintion centers, most of which
will be in the southeastern states,
Texas and California. The few fields
to be retained In the north will be
regnrded as summer flying centanl
only,
Many Camps to Go.

Twenty-seven camps and 15 avia-
tion fields will be abandoned. Or-
ders already have gone out for the
abandonment of 20 of the camps
including nearly all of the national
guard training centers set up after
the United States declared war on
\Germany. <Construction work on
the 27 camps, according to war de-
partment figures, represents a cost
of approximately $110,000,000, of
which $43.000,000 was spent on the
four embarkation cantonments—
Mills, N. Y., and Merritt, N. J., and
Stuart and Hill, Newport News.

HOOVER WANTS FIXED
FOOD PRICES TO STAND

Fears Price Will Run Up If Sugar
and Wheat Are Allowed to
Find Own Price.

New York, March 25.—A cable
gram from Herbert Hoover, director
general of the international relief
organization, expressing regret that
this country had abandoned stabili-
zation of hog prices and grging con-
tinuation of stabilization in sugar
cotton seed products and wheat, was
discussed at a meeting here of ex
ecutive officers of the food admin-
ibtration.

Pointing out that hog prices had
risen since the stabllization plan was
abandoned two weeks ago, Mr
Hoover's message asserted that if
the only foodstuffs now controlled
are thrown upon the market “with-
out any steadying hand,” the dire
need of the world may produce fur-
ther dislocation and place an ad-
dea burden ¢cn American consum
ers,

It was said that, with ocean trans-
port still restricted, food must be
shipped overseas In its most con-
centrated forms, but that when more
tonnage became avallable, it was
hoped such foodstuffs as beans, rice
and canned vegetables and fish, of
which the United States has a sur-
plus, may be sent abroad

JAPS DENY THREAT TO

Paris, March 24.—The Japanese

chased ''for business reasons’ and
subsequently sold. The same pro-
aedure will be ollowed In the case
of Camp Sevier, 8 (., which was
used as a natlonal guard training
center. Mr. Crowell said 1t was
cheaper for the government to buy
this fleld at the  option price of
$6597.940 and sell it again than to
pay the damage claima made azainst
the government as the result of
bullding of the camp.

Secretary Crowell sald the de-
partment had contemplated retaining
Hazelhurst field, on Long Tsland. but
that the land would edst entirely
too much money. The option price
on the fleld was placed at $1,650,-
000, or nearly twice the cost of the
site of any of the 13 aviation cen-
gers to be purchased. The govern-

There are About 375,000 Mem-
bers of the Southern Presby-
terian Church and They Have
Been Liberal in Past.

The total membership of the
Southern Presbyterian church ia
3756.000. The call of the general
assembly's committee on steward-
ship in the intensive drive through-
out the church ‘during the present
month is for $3,600,000, to be paid
within the next twelve months for
benevolent causes of the church ia
a call for practically ten dollars
from each member of the church, or
the total sum averages this amount
from each member. This call from
the stewardship constitutes the
first call in the progressive program
to continue for the next three years,
during which time $12,000,000 is to
he contributed for home missions,
foreign misslons, Christian educa-
tion and ministerial relief, Sabbath
school extension and Bible rcanse.

Statistics show that already the
Southern Presbyterian church prob-
ably leads all denominations in the
south in per capita contributions to
church benevolences, and reports
that are coming in large numbers
daily to the ofce of the director of
the present campaign show that in
all sections of the chureh the mem-
bership is rallying to the support of
the program for yet larger gifts for
the support of benevolent causes.

From no part of the church is
this awakening more evident than
from churches in home mission ter-
ritory in the souihwest where, Ia
some |[nstances, subscriptions made
during the present month show an
inerease from 100 to 1,600 per cent
increase in pledges for benevolent
causes over what was contributed
the past year.
